Note for the Cabinet 

Subject: Extension of the term of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry to 

inquire into the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose. 

1. Introduction 

1.1 The matter regarding the disappearance of Netaji was considered by 
the Shah Nawaz Khan Committee which was constituted in April 1956. The 
Committee came to the conclusion that Netaji had died in a plane crash on 
18.8.1945. This finding was accepted by the Government but it was not accepted 
by some sections of the people. 

1.2. Following persistent demand by a number of Members of Parliament 
for a fresh inquiry, a Commission of Inquiry, headed by Justice G.D. Khosla, was 
appointed in July, 1970. Justice Khosla Commission also concluded that Netaji 
had died as a result of the plane crash. The Cabinet accepted this finding in 
August 1974, but it did not again receive universal acceptance. 
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1.3. The matter continued to be raised in the Lok Sabha on a number of 
occasions with demand for a fresh inquiry. In April, 1998, one Shri Rudra Jyoti 
Bhattacharya, filed a writ petition in Kolkata High Court, demanding a fresh 
inquiry into Netaji’s disappearance. The Kolkata High Court in its verdict dated 
30.4.1998, issued directions for a vigorous inquiry by appointing, if necessary, a 
Commission of Inquiry. 

1.4. The West Bengal Assembly also, on 24.12.1998, adopted a motion 
demanding: 

“that the Government of India should make necessary arrangements for 
availability of records and documents in and outside India so that the scholars and 
people could have access to them and also to institute a fresh inquiry commission 
in order to remove the mystery regarding the whereabouts of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose.” 

1.5. The State Government of West Bengal also recommended setting up of an 
inquiry into the mysterious disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 
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1.6. In a meeting of eminent persons convened by the then Union Home 
Minister on 25.3.1999, it was felt that it would be advisable to set up another 
Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of arriving at a definite conclusion. 


2. Appointment of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry 

2.1 The Cabinet, in its meeting held on 28.04.1999, approved a proposal 
submitted by the Ministry of Home Affairs, for appointment of a Commission of 
Inquiry under Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952, to enquire into 
the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The Commission of 
Inquiry under Justice M.K. Mukherjee, a retired Judge of the Supreme Court of 
India, was appointed vide notification dated 14.5.1999. 

3. Terms of reference of the Commission 

3.1 The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry is required to inquire into all 
the facts and circumstances related to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose during 1945 and subsequent developments connected therewith, including 
the following:- 
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(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

( c ) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of Netaji; 

(d) whether he has died in any other manner at any other place and, if so, when 
and how; and 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 


3.2. The Commission is also required to examine the manner in which the 
exercise of scrutiny of publications touching upon the question of death or 
otherwise, of Netaji can be undertaken by the Central Government in the 
circumstances. 

4. Time frame for completion of the work by the Commission 

4.1. In the notification dated 14.5.1999 regarding the appointment of the 
Commission, it was stated that the Commission will submit its report as early as 
possible but not later than six months from the date of publication of the 
notification. The term of the Commission has, however, been extended 
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regularly from time to time. 

4.2. Before expiry of its earlier extended term on 14.1 1.2004, the Commission 
had in September, 2004 requested for a further extension of one year beyond 
14.11.2004. The Commission was then requested to furnish the details of work 
done, work remaining to be done and projected time frame for completing the 
inquiry. The Commission pointed out several constraints in completing the 
inquiry and stated that it will take three months to prepare the report after 
completion of all the work remaining to be done. Since the reply of the 
commission was vague and the time frame indicated by it open ended, it was 
considered that a time limit of six months may be set for completion of the work 
by the Commission. 

4.3. The matter was considered by the Cabinet in its meeting held on 
11.11.2004 and the Cabinet approved the following proposal submitted by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs: 

(i) The term of the Commission may be extended for another six 
months beyond 14.11.2004, i.e., up to 14.5.2005. 
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(ii) The Commission may be informed that no further extension will be 
allowed and it should complete and submit its report within this 
period, i.e., by 14.5.2005. 

4.4. A notification extending the term of the Commission was accordingly 
issued, and the Commission was also informed about the decision at para 4.3(ii) 
above. 

5. Justification for further extension of the term of the Commission. 

5.1 S/Shri Debabrata Biswas, and Dr. Murli Manohar Joshi, both MPs, Rajya 
Sabha have written D.O. letters to the PM indicating that the Commission’s 
investigation will not be over within the stipulated date, i.e., 14.5.2005. They 
have requested that further extension should be granted to the Commission. Some 
MPs have also met the Home Minister personally and pointed out that in 
September, 2004 the Commission had requested for an extension of one year 
beyond 14.11.2004 but only six months’ extension was given. They have 
suggested that the Commission should be given more time to submit its report 
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after visiting Russia and Vietnam. 

5.2. The Commission has also separately informed that it would like to visit 
Russian Union and Vietnam before finalizing its report as certain investigations 
are to be made by the Commission in those countries. The Commission has stated 
that it will submit its report within three months after completion of its visit to 
these countries. 

5.3. Keeping in view the concern shown by MPs and need expressed by the 
Commission to visit Russian Union and Vietnam for finalizing its report, a further 
extension of term of the Commission would be desirable. 

6. Proposal for consideration 

6.1. It is proposed to extend the term of the Commission for another six 
months beyond 14.5.2005. 

7. Approval of the Cabinet is solicited to the proposal contained in para 6 
above. 
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8. A statement of Implementation Schedule is at Appendix. 

9. This note has been seen and approved by the Home Minister.
